After the Lucky Baldwin theater and 


hotel fire in San Francisco there were 
nine feet of water in the basement, 
where the instruments of the orchestra 
were stored. When a little of it had 
been pumped out, August Hinrichs, 
leader of the orchestra, hired a man to 
swim in and get out his famous Amnti 
violin. 


It 
was 
wrecked—water 
soaked, 


warped, twisted and broken up into 68 
pieces. The hot water had soaked out 
nil the old glue, and every piece had 
fallen away from its' neighbor, besides 
n good many patches of wood, put in 
when repairs had been done. To all ap- 
pearance the thing was smashed beyond 
recall. 


Nevertheless Herman Muller, a local 


violin repairer, who knew and loved 
the old fiddle, took it in hand. Twice 
he carefully joined the time darkened 
pieces of wood. Twico he decided that 
tho Aniati would not do. 


So once nioro lie soaked the 78 bits of 


wood apart. Then ho carefully modeled 
out of clay an arch such as he remem- 
bered that of tho old Ainati to have had 
and for nine weeks kept the bits of 
wood bound to it until they had gained 
the proper shape. 


Once more he put tho bits of wood 


together. 
Then for flvo weeks more he 


patiently varnished and polished the 
rcore than 200-year-old fiddle until it 
shone. Then Hinrichs once moro drew 
his bow across tho vibrating strings 
and the violin spoke. It sang, wept, 
bubbled with life and joy.

ing with Sir Joshua Reynolds he paint- 
ed the portrait of one of the housemaids 
and placed the picture on the parlor 
floor, resting against a chair for the 
family to see it. Sir Joshua had a large 
macnw, which he often introduced into 
his pictures. Between the bird and the 
housemaid there was no little hostility, 
as she had to clean up after him and re- 
sented his roaming habits. 


Then the picture was placed against 


the chair, the macaw, being in a dis- 
tant part of tho room, did not see it, 
but on letracing its steps tho bird saw 
the portrait of its enemy and, with out- 
stretched wings, furiously rushed at the 
hated face and even tried to bite it. 


Discovering that the face did not 


movo, tho macaw attacked the hand in 
tho picture. As it moved not, the bird 
marched round the picture, as if exam- 
ining what the thing waa, and then 
walked away. Again and again the 
macaw repeated the advance, the at- 
tack and the retreat. 


The singular story waa noised abroad, 


and Edmund Burke, Dr. Johnson and 
Goldsmith visited Sir Joshua's parlor to 
see the exhibition. What made it the 
more remarkable was that when the 
macaw was tried with any other por- 
trait it took no notice of the picture.—

Relic Pilfering Minister*. 


The superintendent of public braild- 


ings and grounds, who has charge of 
tho Washington monument, says one 
of the greatest troubles the watchmen 
at the monument have to contend with 
is the chipping of these memorial stones 
by relic hunters.

Ho ends up 
by giving tip the collateral after gener- 
ally trying to cut it down to §10, say- 
ing he has only that amount with 
him."—New York Mail and Express. 


Washington's Sea Voyage. 


As the companion of his invalid elder 


brother, Lawrence, then in a rapid con- 
sumption, George. Washington sailed 
fioru Virginia on the 28th of September, 
1751, 
arrived at Barbados on or about 


the 3d of November and sailed thence 
on his return to Virginia on board the 
Industry on the 22d of December. His 
passage each way was a rough one and 
prolonged to five weeks. The methodical 
young Virginian kept a diary during 
his trip, extracts from which were pub- 
lished by Jared Sparks in his "Writings 
of George Washington." This was tho 
only timo George Washington ever 
wont outside the territory that became 
the United States. Note tho fact that 
five weeks were occupied in making 
this little trip to Barbados,—Buffalo 
Commercial.

Transvaal 


Fighting is commenced between the British and the 


Boers, the latter having made an attack upon a train 
with cannon and other arras. 
Fifteen British were killed 


and the remainder taken prisoners. 
M;litary movements on both sides 


are active and the Snal struggle will soon be entered upon. 


The Boer population in the Transvaal is about half a million and 


the fighting men will number 50,000, all of whom will b?ar arms. 
In 


addition to these the Orange Free State will furnish sufficient troops to 
bring the entire force that will oppose the British up to 75,000 or 80,000 
men, which will be a formidable army to overcome at so great a distance 
as South Africa is from England. The'_legions of the Boers can not be 
conquered by a force of less than a quarter of a million if they possess 
the fighting qualities with which they are credited. Their skill in the 
use of fire-arms will aid them very materially when they assume the de 
fensive, which is their true position against a foe having'the strength 
of Great Britain. 


They have now taken the aggressive and have entered British ter- 


ritory, which will cause the war at the beginning to be conducted in the 
enemy's country and will relieve the Transvaal of that destruction of 
property and suffering that attend actual war for a time and, as they re- 
tire before superior force, they will have the advantage of the natural 
passes over which their country can be invaded, as a means of defense, 
and it is more than likely that the final struggle that will involve to the 
Boers liberty or death will be made at one or more of these passes. 


The war spirit is improving in England as it always does when the 


tight little island is in trouble. The enemy receives no aid or comfort 
from political divisions in England when the country is at war. The 
national pride at such a time comes forward with the force of an ocean 
swell that proclaims: The glory of Albion must be maintained at any 
cost in life and treasure! 


When the lion becomes rampant and, as Milton says, "Shakes his 


brinded mane," the Boers, we fear, with their love of liberty and coun- 
try, will go down before him, but before their downfall comes many of 
he sons of Albion will moisten South African soil with their blood — 
but how trivial is such a matter when compared with the glory o: 
England!
